This teſtimonie I have thought good to prefixe to 
this my Treatiſe, becauſe in it I diſpute againſt the 
doctrine of faith deliuercd in the ſaid Councell.

WY: good could be done in that Councellwhere V0J- 
| ces were taken by number, wot by weight © If argu- 
ment, if reaſou might bane prenailed, if we had had ſome and 
thoſe not many to take part with vs, though we ſhould bane bin 
but a few : yet bad woe overthrowne the great forces of our 
wanerſaries: but when all ſtood upon number, wherein we were 
much inferiour, we conld not get the better, though our cauſe 
were the better, The Pope was able to ſet an hnnareth of his 
againſt enery one of ours: andif an hunarcth were not ſuffici- 
ent, be could vpon a ſudaine hane created a thouſand to ſnccour 


. then that were readie to faint and periſh. Therefore we might 


ſee every day hungrie and needie Biſbeps, and theſe for the moſt 
part beardleſſe younkers, and waitfully ryotous,come in flocks tg 
Trent hired to gine their voices according to the Popes humoar, 
wnlearned indeed and fooliſh but of good ve to him for their a= 
dacionſneſſe and impudencie, When theſe fellowes were ioyned 
£0 the Popes old flatterers,then iniquitie got the wpper hand and 
triumphed : neither conld any thing be dccreed but according to 
their liking, who thought it the higheſt point of religion to de- 
fend the power and royot of the Pope, There was in the Conn- 
cell a granue and learved man who could not endure this indigni- 
tie : but the Conncell by terrour threatning and bayting hins 
& one. that was no good Catholthe, drew him to yeeld to that 
which be 45d no way like of.” In a word, things are bronght to 
that paſſe by their. diſhoneſty who came thither prepared and 
made for the nonce, that it ſeemed tobe a Conncelt mt of Bi= 


ſhops, but of puppies: not of men, but of images, who'( ac it is 


reported of Dzdalus Statnes ) were mored not by their owne 
but by other mens nerues, anudmuſcles, Thoſe bireling Biſhops 
oſt of them were like Conntrey Baypipes, which nmſt haue 
breath blowne into them before they can ſound. The boly Ghoſt 
bad:nothing to doe with that Conenticle, all things were argued 
by buman policy, which was wholly employed in waintaining the 
immoderate,& indeed moſt ſhameleſſe Lerdſviper — 
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of the Paper. From th. ce were anſwers looked avd wayitd for, 
- it were from the Oracles of Delphas 0 Dodona : from 


thence the holy Ghoſt, who ( as they brag) is Preſident of their 
Conneell, was ſent font vp inthe ( arriers budgets andpatkes, 
who ( athing worthy to be lawght at ) when the waters were vp 
as it falls ont many times, was faine to ſtay till they were gowne 
agame before he cold repairets the Councell, By this it. came 
fo paſſe that the Spirit was not carried vpon the waters a5 in Ge- 
nels, bat —_ beſides the waters. O monſtrous and incredible 
wradnes! Nothing that the Biſhops 4s it were the Bodue of the 
Church r:ſolned of, conld be of any force, wnleſſe it came firſt 
from the Pope as the head of the bodie,

This ex 
ample I haue propounded to my ſelfe 
yj in this Treatiſe, In the former part 

whereof, T hauc faithfully, and with the 
beſt skill I could viſe, prouided ſuch a medicine, as in it 
ſelfe is not vnfit, and ( I hope) by themercifull blefling 
of God, ſhall be made effe&uall, to bring that to paſle 
which is intended. My —_ in this miniſtring is, rather 

a care to preuent what may happen, then a cure ro reme- 
dy ni, as _—— For the Papiſts, who are alrea- 
dic fallei into ſickneſſe, not onely ike melancholicke 
men, refuſe all meanes of cure, vpon conceite that they 
neede it not ; but alſolike YViifes. companions, hane their

his diſpleaſure, Bchold, by Gods gracious afliſtance I 
haue found him out, attached, 1ndired, and brought him 
to the barre, thatall men may ſee the Babilonyſh ſtuffe 
which he hath conueyed into the campe of the liuing 
God, and hidden there in ſuch ſort, that he hath not- 
withitanding a long tune beene taken for a true [ſraclire, 
Oh that it would pleaſe the Lord God, who onely can 
worke wonders, to giue him an heart and tongue to glo- 
rifie the Lord Iclus by confelling of his theft, and reſto-

ring him his honour: whereof vnder a colour of doing 


him ſeruice, he hath traiterouſly robbed him, 

The proofe of this treaſon I leaue to the inſuing dif- 
putation and diſcourſe, with hope chat T ſhall thereby 
( through Gods bleſſing ) both inbghcen the vnderſtan- 
ding, andinflame the atfection with deteſtation of popiſh 
errours.[t remaines, that (as briefly as I can,)I giue an ac- 
count of the courſe I haue taken in debating ſo weightie 
amatter. ] hauc herein gone a little out of the common 
high-way, intothe by path of Schoole-learning : into 
which I cither ſlipped,or thruſt my ſclfezpartly of choiſe, 
and partly of neceſliciez Of choiſe, becauſe this kinde of 
writing in matters of this nature doth beſt content me; 
Of neceſlitie, becauſe I was afraide, leaft in ſo wide a ſea 
I might looſe my lelfe, and cither oucr-ſhoote my port,or 
fall ſhort of it. | 

But why ſhould I delight in ſuch thernie and ynbeas- 
ten wayes: dayly experience ſhewes how hard a thing ic 
35 togiue areaſon of liking, and miſliking.. AllI will lay 
35 this, It is1n ftudies as in apparrell. There are that think 
large diſcoutrſes.like looſe garments, and regard ncither 
the fincnelle of the ſtuffe, nor the neatnelTe of the work- 


man-ſlup, but onely the fitnelle for the bodic jt muſt 


ſerue.

ſcrue, Theſe conſider whac apeneſſe and force there is itt 
that which is deliuered, to manifeſt and proue that which 
1s vndertaken. Ocherſome cannot abide to be kept tothe 
point in queſtion, no more then to be pinioned in 2 
ſtreight doublet; theſe men ſeeme to loue daintinetls 
and calincile moxe then warmth and laſting : ſo that 
which they reade or write, pleaſe for the preſent, they 
care not greatly whether it be lictle or much to purpoſe. 
Both nature and cducation haue bred in me another hu- 
mor,thart I had rather reade or writ thae which may true- 
ly informe my underſtanding, thi that which may tickle 
my affetion.Intheſechings I conceine the Heathen (aid 
wel,that Nature 1s the beſt guide. For he that ſetteth him 
ſclfe to thar,to which he hath no ficneſle by nature: doth 
like him that ſwimmerh againſt the ſtr:ame, who being 
not able to hold our, 1s exther drmen back or drowned. 
What meanerh all this? may ſome man ſay. Nothing 
elſc but this, that I may the eaſier be excuſed for follow- 
ing that courſe,to which I find my ſelfe inclined, rather 
then that, which of ir ſelfe might procure better liking. 
Aadrhis [ cruſt, I ſhall the ſooner obtaine by ſignifiyng, 
that my breeding ſtrengthened my inclination. For it 
pleaſed God, that at my firſt comming to (ambridge, T 
ſhould beencred into the Kings-colledge,by that worthy 
and learned gentleman Sir William Trmple,who in his Lo- 
gicke readings, alwayes laboured more to fitt vs, for the 
crue uſe ofthat Art, chen for vaine and idle ſpeculations, 
and carneſt wranglings about trifles of no profit nor cer- 
tainty., Thus haue you the reaſon of my choyſe : may it 
pleaſe you to take knowledge alſo of rhe-neceſlicie of chis 
courſe, | 
Cuſtome is ſaid to be an other nature;and is common=- 
ly called a tyrant : becauſe many times it inforceth a man 
cothat of which in his owne diſpoſition he hach no man- 
ner of liking. As I was brought up rather to the profitable 
uſe then vaine oftentation of that noble Art of Logicke: 
ſo ( asnew veſſels doc) keeping a rang of the firſt liquor, 
 s where-

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wherewith I was ſeaſoned, T-applyed my ſelfe in the read- 
ing of Philoſophy, Hiſtory, Orarory,Poetry, to make uſe 
of thac Inftrument of inſtruments,as( Ariftotle calleth it,) 


| Inevery peece of worke I undertooke, By this meanes ir 


came to paſſe, that I __ to thinke,(as men commonly 
doe account highly of that, wherewith. they are moſt in 
loue) that Logicke was if not the onely,yet the principall 
Arr, for the obtaining of true knowledge in any kind of - 
learning whatſoever, If I lighted 1n reading upon any 
rhing that was hard, that I ſeemed to be in a Labyrinth, 
Logicke was like Ariadnes clew of thrid, to guid me in it 8& 
ro bring.me out of it, Was I deſitoys in any exerciſe of lear- 
ning to take the right courſe in ſpeaking or writting ? 
Logicke, like AMercuries Statue poynted me out the way, 
and ſhewed me all the turnings and windingsin it. To 
conclude, my continual! practiſe in this Art, hath given 
itſuch power over me, that with the Hebrew ſervanr, my 
earcis ft nayled to the dore poſt,fo that] can nether ſtir 
from it,nor willingly.heare any ſound without, that may 
draw me from thinking on it. This is the firſt degree of 

neceſlitie by which I am bound to this kind of writing. 
The other is greater and ftreighter. And therein, as 
we areall ready, like our firſt parents to excuſe our faules, 
I haue a good mind- to make a vertue of neceſlitie, by 
perſwading my ſelfe, thar ] doe that out of iudgement, 
which I doe indeed to help my weaknes, in judging. For 
I muft and doe freely contetle, thar I haue neither ſuch 
quicknes in apprehending,nor ſuch ſharpnes in judging, 
bur that I find my ſelfe many times at a ſtand in under- 
ſtanding,andat a lofſein reſolving. What help hauel in 
this caſe, butto flee to Logicke as to an Oracle. By that I 
2m inſtructed to take the frame 1n ſunder, to view every 
part by it {elte; to trie how every tenant and mortuisis fit- 
ted each to other, which principals are too weake,which 
pecces are too long, which too ſhort, whether they will 
ſerue in that building or no? if they will, how they muſt 
be ordered. If any man be able withoue this Jabour, at the 
| 2 LE firſt 
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firſt fight of a building, ro fay alt is right & well, would 
mtreate him ro beare with-my {lownes and backwardnes, 
upon promiſe, that I will not repine at his quicknesand 
forwardnes. ; | | 
As for them that thinke I troble my ſelfe more then 
needeth by taking this paines, I hope they are not like 
him in Seyeca ( as I remember AMenayrides ) who would 
yawne and ſtretch, when he faw an other man labour, as 
if he had ben wearied therewith himſelfe,, Long experi- 
ence aboue 4o yeare, hath made me fearefull & ſuſpicious. 
I haue many times perſwaded my felfe of the ftrengrh & 
goodnes of an argument, which upon triall I haue found 
co be weake and naughe. Many times I have rhought I 
underſtood athing at the firſt reading very fully , where- 
in upon the review I perceived I was decerved, In this dif- 
putation it had not ben poffiblefor me co haue diſcerned 
the weaknes and fophiſtry of che Papiſts arguments, if I 
had not brought them to the beame, and weighed them 
parcell by parcellas I haue done. But if I had now for- 
borne to runne this courſe,and written more plauſibly ro 
euery mans apprehenſion, yet I muſt haue been faine ro 
come to it hereafter, whenſocuer the aduerſaries ſhall aſ- 
fay to make good their arguments againſt my anſwers, If 
this courſe be followed in examizing Popiſh bookes , 
we ſhall ſaue them and our {eluesa great deale of labour : 
for they will be afraid to come ro ſuch a triall; 'as will not 
ſuffer them torun the wild-pgooſe chaſe, but wittether 
them, that they ſhall be kept within compatle, as if they 
| were c61ured wichin a cirele; By this ſifring we thal fener 
- the flower from che bran, that a buſhelt will. be Þroyghc 
within a peck : that in a book of twenrie ſheers;there-will 
be no mare to be anſwered, then may well be'contarired 
in fiue or ſjxe. nh 
But this courfe will be roo hard for ordinarie mens va- 
derftandinps: 1t will, till they be acquainted with all, as 
ſtrange things commonly vſe to be: perhaps they will 
not at the firſt be able to conceiuetully of euery anſwer - 
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| Separation 
if they will but take the paines to pauſe vpon it,they may 
learne more by afcw lince often read,then by a great ma- 
nic once poſted ouer ; beſides ifthey vnderitand not all: 
yet I dare vndertake, they ſhall by this courte vnderſtand 
more, and more cettainely in reading 3 leaues, then by 
1unring oucr 13 in looſe diſcourſe, Logicke(beloned, ) 
js nothing elſe bur the perfeQion of reaſon: it 1s nota 
devife of Schollers, bur a plane of nature: euery man vſerh 
it dayly in his ſpeaking or writing : the termes arc va- 

knowne z ſo are the termes of warre, 'of Naujgation, of 
husbandric, and of the meaneſt trade and occupation : 
till chey be knowne they are hard, when they arc known 
calic. [f I mightfind ſomuch fauour with you, as to get 
you to makea tryall, I make no doubt bur this courſe 
would ſoone haue entertainment, and your knowledge 
thereby grow beyond your expeQtation, 

Atrhe leaſt, let me craue and obtaine pardon of you 
for making ſo bold with you,in a mattcr(asI take 1t) ſo fir 
and ncedtull. I hope it ſhall nor fail our with vs(reucrend 
farhers and brethren in the miniftric)as it did with Arefo- 
He arid Iſocrates, they were both Platees Schollers: but 
followed divers profeſſions : the one giuing himſelfe to 
Philoſophie, the other to Oratorie: each of them was ſo 
carricd away with the pleaſurc he took in his own courle, 
that he wholy deſpiſed the other. As it becommerh me, 
T leaue eutery one to his owne tudgement and practiſe, de- 
ſiring to be diretedand aduiſed by any mg Wn can and 
will doeit. Atſome of you I wonder with delight, other 
I commend : there 1s none bur I excuſe, as I deſire to be 
excuſed my ſelte, Great wits may make a ſhift without 
artificiall Logicke : ordinary men ſhall find extraordinary 
hclpe by it. The Lord in mercie ſodireGt vs all, thar we 
may ſ{ccke and procure by his bleſſing, the manifeſting 
and maintaining of his truth, tothe glorie of hisname, 
the good of his Church, and our cucrlaſting faluation 
in leſus Chriſt our Lord, 
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CHAP. IL 
Of the flate of the queſtion to be diſputed, 


HE Heathen taught by Plats, alwayes held them 
for bad common-wealths men,who in a ciuilt broite, 
when their countrie was in an vproare, would not labour 
toinforme themſelues whether parc had the right, and 
zoyne with them, bur keepe aloofe from both, that they 
might ſtrike in with the conquerour cotheir moſt aduan- 


tage, And what kinde of Chriſtians ſhall we account 


thoſe men, that ſecing all on fire euer ſince. they were 
borne about matter of Religion, haue not all their life re- 
ſolued what is true, what falſe, but are ſtill ro make their 
choyſe when they are neerer their buriall then their bap- 
ciſme? May we not iſtly ranke them with thoſe luke- 
warme Zaodiceans, that were neither hot nor cold,fiſh nor 
fleſh? And may not they certainely looke for the cuent 
which our Lord Ieſus threatneth, that he will ſpue them 
out.of hiszmoutch ? Icishigh time therefore for. all men 
to reſolue themſelues, whether they will follow God or 
Baal, Chriſt or Antichriſt, and not tv continue halting 

berwixt two optnions, | 
I cannot reaſonably conceiue whence this want of rc- 
ſolution ſhould proceed, in them that are not deſperately 
careleile, or profainely politicke, but onely from igno- 
rance, of the necellity of being ſeparated from the church 
of Rome, The clouds of this ignorance I deſire and pur- 
pole ro ſcatter by the hight of ruch, thatall men, which 
willnot ſhut cheir eyes againſt the:beames thereof, may 
ſce both-the way wherein they are, and the place icleades 
them too, Now, to the end] may the bettor vaderſtand 
my ſelfe,and be ynderſtpod by them that ſeeke for relolu- 
tion, if they doubt, or confirmation if they be reſolued, 
I will labour to ſpeak as plaine as the matter will mm me 
caue

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leaue to doe, deſiring to haue that I deliuer rather indged 
of, then wondercd at. And becauſe we are accuſed by the 
Church of Rome ſometimes of hereſte,ſomertimes of ſchil(- 
me,l will apply my diſputation and diſcourſe to the juſti- 
fying of our forefathers in ſeparating from the popiſh re- 
ligion, and ourſelues in pe. that ſeparation, 

Wherefore that we may proceed orderly and plainely, 
I propound the matter to be diſputed in thele termes. 

Emery man us bound vpon paine of damnation, to refuſe the 
faith of the Church of Rome. OO 

This propolition or ſentence hath two things in it to 
be proued; That, The faith of the Church of Rome is 
ro be refufed, That 2. Itis to be refuſed vpon paine of 
damnation. Theſe two I will handle ſcuerally. Firſt, by 
ſhewing the neceſhitic of that refuſall ; Secondly, by ſet- 
ting out the penaltie if that faich be not refuſed, And 
that nothing may be wanting, which may helpe the ſim- 
pleſt to conceiue and iudge aright of that which ſhall be 
ſpoken,(before I come to debate the point) I will declare 
the meaning of the rermes in which I hauec deliuercd it, 
as ſhortly as I can with plaineneſle, 

By the faith of the Church of Rowe, I meane the Doe 
Qrine of the ſaid Church deliuered by it in certaine Ar- 
ticles, propoſitions or ſentences, to be beleeued by all 
men that Iclire to be ſaued as matters reucaled by God 
to that end. Thistheir faith I conſider, as one individuall 
or{ingularching. For although ic may indeed be deyided 
into many ſeuerall Articles, of which it conſiſts, and js as 
it were compadted or framed; yet it is coneciued by them- 
ſeJuesas one intire body : becauſe they are all knit toge- 
ther by the ſame bond, namely by being aſlented co, - or 
belecued vpon one and the ſame An, orreafon,which 
is the ſpirit of that body : andare all to be recciued alike 
vnder paine of the ſame Avathewsa or curſe, if they be not 
receiued : and this is eſpecially co be obſerucd, as the 
maine point in this inquitie, : |

Ic will not fol:ow thereupon thar 
ic muſt beperperuall, vnleile he can ſhew;thar our Lord ap- 
pointedit ſhould continue for cuer by lucceſhon, For 4 
whole courle of publiſhing the Golpell, and bringing men 
co true faith in Chriſt , dependeth wholly vponithe ordi- 
nance of God, who being able to make any meaneseffe- 
Etuall to his purpofe, 1s not tycdto vicany,burt what pleaſe 
him. Therefore if Be/larwine cannocfhew that it was the 
ordinance of God, that ſuch an Epiſcopall funion as he 
imagineth Peter had, ſhould be continued alwaies inthe 
Church, it isno inconucnience to hold, that it periſhed 
with Peters death. And of this firftargumenc enough, 

His ſecond Argument 1s in the ſad twelfth Chapter, 
Se, ſecunde, anditisthus tobe difpoted.. 

If inthe time of the Apoftles rhere was one ſupreame 
Gouecrnour of the church, thearghere ought to.be tonow, 
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ing is one and the ſameat all rites. 
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Gouernour and' head of the. Church, 
Therefore there ought to be ſo now. 
The a(lumption, or {econd part of chis Syllogiſme, is ag 
doubttull as the concluſion inferred vpon it, and therefore 
itisa begging of the queſtion, not a proofe of the former 
Syllogitme. But were it neuer ſo true, he were ncuer the 
nearer; forthe conſequence of the propoſicion is naught, be- 
caufethere is no necellity,'that the Church ſhould alwaies 
haue thar office, which at any time ic hath had. For, this 
neceſſity (if there wereany ſuch) muſt (ſpring our of the 
nature, cither of God himſclfe, or of the Church, or de- 
pend ypon the decree of Gods will. To fay there is any 
neceſlity in the nature of God, or 'of the Church, which 
may enforce the continuall being of that which once was, 
wereabſurd. It remainech then, that there muſt be ſome 
 aRof Gods will, by which it is decreed, that whatſocuer 
office hath once been inthe Church, ſhall beim ic for euer, 
as I anſwered numb. 5, Wherefore Belarmine muſt ſhew 
vs ſome ordinance of God,for the continuance of ſuch go-. 
uerament ({uppoſing there was once ſuch an one) or giug 
vs leauetoreieit, - | 
- He would make good the conſequence of the propoſi- 
tion, and che proofe of it, againſt our exception, by this ar- 
FuUmene. 
. If che Church be one and the {ame at all times,thenth e 
forme of it may not be changed. 
But the Qhurch is one and the {ame art all times, 
Therefore the forme of ic may not be changed. 

In theantecedent parc of the propoſition, and 1n the a(- 
ſumption, by One, Bellarmine meancth eſſentially one: by 
forme in che conſequent part, he vaderſtandeth, forme of 
goxernment, According to this ſenſe wee {ay , the conſc- 
quenceof the propoſition 1s naught: for the forme of the

takerthefaith of the Church of Rome, for one intire thing, 
becauſe of that one bond, the authoriry of the Church or 
Pope, by which all the parts of it are ſo joyned together, 
that they all make but one body. - By reaſon of which bond 


" hethatrefuſerh any one part reieeth the whole, For by 


that his refuſall,he accuſeth their Church of errour,and fai- 
ling in determining matters of faith, and ſo ouerthroweth 
the very foundation of their faith. Beſides, the denying of 
any one ſuch Article, let it bec in it ſelfe of neuer (o ſmall 
1mportance, draweth vpen the denyer that eAnathemsa or 
curſe, which ſcizerh on all them which are not of the faith 
of the Church of Rome, Wherefore I may preſume with- 
out preſumption, that the conſequence is good,{ceing euc- 
ry Article 1s equally andalikea matter of taich. 

My afſumpr1on, I will make good by ſetting downe out 
of rhe Councill of 7rexe diners Articles of the Romiſh

ST the 43 propoſitions ſet downe out of the Councill 
of Trent in the former chapter, I thus argue to proue 
rhefaich of the Church of Rome erroneous, 

The aforeſaid Articles or propofitions are falſe and erro- 
neous, | 

Theaforeſajd Articles or propoſitions arc articles of the 
faith of the Church of Rome. | | 

Thercfore ſome of the Articles or propoſitions of the 
faith of che Church of Rome are falle and erroncous, 

Touching theſe propoſitions,that they are articles of the 
faith of the Church of Rome, it is cuident, becauſe we finde 
chem in the Council of Trent, propounded to be beleeued 
of all Chriftians. Arerheſe all, will ſome man ſay, wherein 
we dil{lent from them, and which we reie& as .erroneous 2 
No, thereare many other and ſome of them of no {mall mo- 
ment. But I hold thefe onely needtull co be debated: be-

eauſc the other ſo depend vpon theſe, that if theſe bee falſe, 
none of them can be true. For example, It is ſaid article 36. 
rhat there is apargatory, if this cannot be proued, then it ir 
fallc, that the Saints in Purgatery are holpen by the ſuſfragesof 
the faithfull,or ſacrifice of the altar : which yet is delivered as 
an article of faith in that decree. Againe, it is affirmed ar» 
ticle 32. that (hrifÞ appointed bis ApoFles and their ſucceſſors 
to offer his body and blood nar the fignes of bread and wine, If 
there bee no ſuch commandement of our Sautours, then

where,deſcribing Traditions, it ſaith,that They ere vet wri- 
ren, that They were receined by word of month from the Apoſtles 
and were deliuered tothens either by our Sanionr,or by bus Spirit, 
and hane beene ſo conneyed from hand to band to the preſent 
Chmch, And indeeditthis were not the Councils mea- 
ning,they ſaid nothing arall againſt ys: who make no que- 
ſtion,bur that the Chriſtias, which lived preſently afrer the 
Apoſtles, did truely gather divers points out of the Scrip- 
tures, Which haue worthily beene recciuged and maintai- 
ned from time to time, Such for inſtances,. were theſe, 
points; that ewr: Lord Jeſus is true God, that the boly. Ghoſt i 
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true God, that onr Sanionr Chriſt conſiſteth of two diſtinft ua- 
tres, that He's but one perſon,not two,Thele points the Chri= 
ſtians rightly drew our of che Scriptures, For they bee not 
expreſſed there in fo many words - and theſe were acknow- 
ledgedto bee Articles of faith by che foure firſt generall 
Councils againft Arius, Macedonins, Entiches,and Neſtorins, 
"Of this kind there are many traditions in the Church, and 
will daily be more, as it ſhall pleaſe God to ble(le the labors 
of his ſcruants in che reading & vnderſtanding of che Scrip- 
tures. Of theſe we diſpute nor, bur one!y. of ſuch,as are not 
compriled inthe Scriptures. 

[rt would alſo bee oblerued, that the Councill faich not 
bately-:and [imply rrath, bur ſaning truth + which,in all Iike- 
lihood, was pur-into the decree,becauſc we grant that ſome 
things concerning rites and ceremonies, were deliuered by 
our Lord or his Apoſtles, which are not recorded in the 
Scriptures, as Bellarmine confetleth. 

Laſtly, whereas the Councill ſaith,the ſanimg rrurh,taught 
by Chriſt and bu Apoſtles, wee muſt inquire whether rhey 
meane vniuerſally. and wholly: whattocuer our Sauiour | 
and his Apoſtles taught, not any one {entence excepted; or 
onely {o-much, as was incended.tor the perpetuall vic of the 
Church : Thar it meancth abſolutely all ſawing truth [2 
taught, it may be probably gathered our of the very words 
of the Councill, Foric faich, that The preaching of Chrift 
and his «Apoſtles us the fountaine of all ſanmg truth ;. and by 
and by addeth, which rrmth #& contained in written bookes .aud 
onwritten traditions which 1s all one, as if the Councill 
ſhould haue {aid in plaine termes, Al ſaning trmth taught by 
Chriſt and bis Apeſtles is contained in written books and vnwrit« 
zen traditions, , # 

Thus haue we the meaning of the Councill,now that it 
may appeare what is true in it, what falſe, I will draw it in- 
to ſcuerall propolitions,namely theſe 3.

4, 
The whole doltrine neceſſary to faith and manners 15 ns! contai- (-3.5e,Contrs- 
ned in the Scriptures expreſly ; and therefore beſides the written verfia, 
word of God, there ts alſo an unwritten word of God required ; 
that i510 ſay : Dinine and Apoſtolicall tradutions, W heretore I 
will leauc Bellarwine with his frauds, and debate the point 
as it is delivered in the Councell of Trent,

cruc, Forit might well be, that our Sauiour and his Apo- 
fles taught ſome chings, which tended ro the ſaluation 
of ſome particular men,not of all men, and therfore might 
be left varecorded without any lotſe, or damage, to the 
Church. Therefore we may 1uſtly call for proofe of a point 
1{o vncertaine , that is made by Bellarmine a matter of faith, 
Thethird propolition at numb, $. is; that, Some ſawing 
trath is comprehended i# tradition, For the better vnder- 
ſtanding andcleering whereof, wee are firſt to learne, what 
vnwritten traditions are. Which. the Councell of Trenc 
reacheth vs. Unwritten traditions, are things enditted by our 
Sanionr, by word of month, or by the boly Ghaeſt, and kept in the 
Church by continuall ſucceſſion. We may content our ſclues 
with this deſcription, wichour ſceking any explication out 
of Be/larmine. or any other, becauſe Befarwines definition, 
that, «tradition is 4 dotrme, not written by the firſt author 
thereof, is ſo far from making cize meaning of the Councell 
of Trent plaine, thatindeed, it doth rather more oblcure 
it. The Councell fertech dwwae ao diſtribution of tradi- 
tions bur this ; that, /o»4e of them concerne faith. ſome manners, 
Buc Bellarmiae,weariech himſelte and his Reader, with a 
number of diſtriburions, which,as Iſaid of his deſcriprion, 
2rect novic, burto darken the queſtion, Tradition be- 
ing thus vnderſtood, I fay, that chird propolicion is falſe, 
aid the concradictory thereof, true. No ſuuing truth, taught 
by (rift or hus Apoſtles ts comtained in wnwritten traditions : 
which may thus appeare: It no parc of theScripture refer

ſonably be dou beads of elſe gathered, and concluded 
from ſuch places by neccilarie conſequence : ſo that if 
the one be true, the other muſt needs be true alſo. What- 
ſocuer propoſition is nor of this nature, we allow not for 
an article of faith, how likely ſocuer it ſeeme to be, Now 
in this faith of ours there can be no dan ger: ſeeing what= 
ſocuer propoſition is plainely expreſſed in the COPY 
or neceſſarily concluded trom it, is vadoubtedly the di- 
vine revelation, which isthe onely foundation of true 
faith. 
More particularly I ſay touching the ſaid afſumption, 
| thatir muſt be vnderſtood of the Proteſtancs faich, ſo far 
forth as it differeth from the faith of the Church of Rome, 
elſe by it they ſhould dillwade men from the faith of rheir 
ownc Church, | 
Beſides, It is to be conſidered that this aſſumption ſup- 

ofcth, that the Proceſtants have a faith oppolite tothe 
faith ct the Church ot Rome ; Which 1s veterly talfe, All 
che oppolition we make to them 1s, by _—_ _ 
| aith, 


faich, not by deliuering any of our owne, and by anſ- 
 ſwering to their arguments: ſo thatwe hold thenegatiue 
part of the contradiction, 1n all points, wherein we dif- 
ſenr from them, alchough in ſome we adde a contrarie 
afhrmariue, where the Scripture affirmeth that which 
chey denie. For example,they ſay The Pope is Gods Vicar. 
This we oppole by ſaying, that The dinine renelation doth 
mor reach vs, that the Pope xs Gods Vicar, Againe, they de- 
lmer this for an Article of faith : that Concapiſcence in the 
regenerate, mot properly fine, To this we anſwer by way 
ot oppolicion asro the former: The dinine renelation doth 
wot 7.14 that Concapiſcence in the regenerate u not properly ſin; 
Yeain chis point wefſay further : che Scripture ſaith ic is 
properly {inne: bur our oppoſition to them in this point 
ſtands in this, that the Scripcure doth nor ſay it 15 not 
properly ſinne,fo that though there were no word to the 
contrarie of itn Scripture, yet thac propolitzon of theirs 
were vteterly falſe, By which it is manifeſt, that in thoſe 
things wherein-we diſſent from them, we haue nor arti- 
cles of faith contrarie tothe articles of faich which rhey 
propound: but onely deny, that Tho{s they wonld thruſt 
vpon vs are articles of faith, \--} 
It any man obic& ( as Stapleton and Wright doe, ) that 
Our religion tu negatine ; we anſwer, that if they meane 
we hold no articles of faith which are affirmaciue, they 
charge vs vatruely ; for we conſent with them in many 
afftirmatiue articles of faich. As for choſe points wherein 
we dilſent from them, it is no fault in vsto hold the ne- 
gatiue ; forthere js no other way for vs to oppole the er- 
roursthey bring for matters of faith, bur by denying them 
to be matters of faith, LEE:

Therefore the Proteſtants faith is not the trae faith. - 
Before I anſwer dirc&ly to the parts of thisSyllogitme, 
I hold it needfull to note a few things concerning the 
reaſon in generall, The firſt is, that in this queſtion wee 
inquire not of ſuch profeſſours onely as our Saujour 
Chriſt and his Apoſtles were, who delivered the Articles 
of faich by way of reuclation : but of ſuch as haue bee 
leeued and profeſt thoſe articles, as they haue beenc ga- 
thered out of that which they reuealed. Setpndly, it is 
worth the doing, to conſider alittle way of gelle, what 
the reaſon ſhould be why the Papitſts are 1o loath to make 
tryall of their faith by the Scriptures, and cry ſo loud for 
a catalogue or regiſter of the names of ſuch as haue from 
time to time belecued as now we do. T his may well ſeeme 
range to all men, who vnderſtand that the diuine rene- 
lation 1s a moſt faithfull record, and moſt certainerulein 
all matters of faith : ſo that whatſocuer 1sagreeable there- 
co, is apart of true faith : whatſocucr differeth from it 
eithcr poſiriuely by affirming that which is not reucaled, 
or negatiuely by denying that which is revealed, is yn- 
true, and may not be taken for an article of faith. As for a 
beadroll of names, who knoweth not that it muſt needes 
be made out of humaine ſtorie. Pher as Dinme and infal- 
Hible faith i not built upon deduttion out of humane hioric, 
but amme revelation; as is well obſerued by the learned & 
reuezend D. Featly And how can that be any foundation 


_ ofdiuine faith, when ir js not diuine authoritie, norfree 


from errour: bur humane onely, and ſubie& ro errour : 
yea among all kindes of humane authoritie of leaſt cre- 
dir? Our of doubt then the Papiſts would neuer haue

belecued ; 2nd inthis latter ſence, we denie that the truce © 


faith hath been mall ages. | 
For proofe of our deniall we alleage the experience of 
all ages: by which it 1$manifeſt, char ſome articles of faith 
hauc been obſcrued and concludedour of the Sctiptures 
from time to time, and were notall known and belecued 
for articles of faich at once. I may bring for inſtance thoſe 
reat points debated and Jerarninadia che 4 firft gene- 
rall Councells. For certainely if The god-bead of ear Tuff 
Saniour,and the holy Ghoſt, the diftinition of the dinine and bu- 
maine natures of our Lord Jeſus, the Vnitie of bis perſon, had 


bin reſolutely holden in che Church for articles of faith : _ 


Arins, Macedonircs, Emtyches, and Neſftorius would not 
haue durſt to ſpeake of them ſo wickedly and heretically 
as they did; neither would che.

They 
are in better caſe, yet nor {fe neither, who arc ey 
ſwaded that Poperie 1s,crroneous, bur doe not thinke it 
ſo dangerous a matter ro be. a Papiſt, chat a man neede 
flee out of the Romiſh Church , 2s Lee did ours of So- 
dom, That I may plucke or thruſt theſe men our, as the 
Angells did Lot " haue undertaken this diſcoveric of 
the danger, by labouring to informe their judgement 
with: the knowledge of the truth, I muſt now procced 
to inflame their atfetion with deteſtation of crrour, 

The glory of the ynderftanding is truth :'che heighr of 
the affection gcale. To be zealous without knowledge, 


1s to fight withourarmes,like the T{raelices, that had not « 


ſheild nor pare amongſt fourtie thowſand of them. [udges 5.8, 
To haue knowledge without zeale,is to haue armes with- 
out courage,as the Ephraizmites had. Pſal. 78.9. Who went 
up armed with bowes, bat turned their backs in the dey of bat» 
eaile,In this fight againſt Popery,you haue need of know 
ledge; becauſe your enemy 1s ſubtill to deceiue; of zeale, 
becauſe your quarrel] is great. For you are ro fight, not 
for your wines and children onety,bur alſo for your God, 

and your re{1g10n: not againſt an errour or two that di(> 
grace your profeſſion, like a wen ina faire body.: but a- 

gainſt ſuch an heretick,as like the diſeaſc in the hare, wilt 
vadermine and ouerchrow the whole ſtate of the body, ' 

For as Judas kilted his Lord and Maſter thathee might 

betray himzfo the Pope of Rome vnder a ſhew of humili- 
Af EE | tic,

cie, hath taken the honour of God to himſclfe, and preten= 
ding co be his faftour, intendeth'to rob & vndo him, Wall. 
hewith the ſtubborne Tewes in Mallacby aske meermwhetin? 
I will not anfwer him as the Prophet doth, 1» tithes and of* 
ferings. Whar are tithes & offerings to ſupretacy & ſoue- 
raignty ? This, this is the robbery, the Sacrifedge whereof 
weaccuſe the Pope of Rome. If he had but taken from his 
fellow Biſhops,and appropriated to himſelfe the honour & 
authoritie that is common to them- with him, we would 
haue holden our peace : although this proud Haman could 
no way haue ut recompence to the Church of Chrift, 
for the lolle ſhe ſuſtaineth thereby. Yea, though he haue 
with the euill ſcruaut in the Goſpell impriſoned, beaten, 
murdered his fellow ſeruantsfor doing cheix maſters work, ' 
we would as we hauedone, indure it with patience and (i- 
lence. Shall I ſay more? Albeit he had maintained, as he 
doth, diuers foule and groſle errours againſt the truth of 
God, we would haue contented our ſclueswith diſſenting 
from him therein, without breach of the band of peace. 
Butnow ſo ſtandeth the caſe, that he hath claimed and ve 
ſurped the prerogatiue of the great God of heauen and 
carth, Should wenow forbeare to fpeake? Should we in 
ſuch a caſc look for commendation of modeſtie;and peace- 
ablenclle? Hauc we no more zeale of the glory of our fa- 
cher,our King,our God ? Hath the louc of our moſt deere 
Lord and SauiourlTecſus Chriſt, deſerued no more kindnes 
at our hands?" If we could be ſo monſtrouſly vnthankfull, 
the very ſtones in the Church walls, and the beames in the 
roofes would cry out againſt vs and him, | 

For hath he nor _ himſelfe a foundation of the faith 
of all men, yeathe nextand immediate foundation of all 
diuine faith, ſo that nothing may be taken for niatrer of 
faith but vpon his authoritie? Neither doth this authority 
of his lay hold on vs only, which are as it were of the lower 
houſe, but it reacheth allo tothe vpper houſe of the Apo- + 
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fles themſelues; For pros of that commillton (faich Iob,-z1 15, 


Bellarmine,)The reſt of the Apoſtles were made (ubiebt ro Peter, 


A and

and his ſmcceſſours the Biſhops of Rome. O ridiculous conceit ! 
O preſumptiousambirion ! was it not enough tor you to 
trample on the necks of other Chriſtians, many of whom 
were (at the leaſt) equallto the beſt of your Popes for lear- 
ning and pictie,but thar you may bring the Apoſtles heads 
vnderyour Idols girdle? 

Heare © heaucn, and hearken O carth 1 The holy Apo- 
{tle Saint ph liued by the record of Hiſtories, till the yeare 
after our Lords birth 100 ; Saint Peter was(23s 1t 1s alſo writ- 
ren) martired ar Rome inthe yeare 68 : therefore there 
were 32 yeares betwixt the death of Peter and Tobn.[n thele 
32 yeares (not to reckon Linw,who is thought to haue bin 
Pope) there were 4 {euerall Biſhops of Rome, Clemens, 
Cletts, Anacletrs,and Enuariſtus. By popilh diuinitie S. [obs 
was ſo ſubieR to theſe ſucceilours of Perer, that he was to 
receiue from them atlurance of the truch chat he deliuered: 
of them he was to know whether his owne Epiſtles were 
the word of God or not: yea whether they were his owne 
Epiſtles or not: they, or ſome of them were to afſure him 
from God,that his Reuclation was from God, and not from 
the deuill: if any doubt aroſe about any ſentence in his 
Goſpcll, Epiſtles, or Reuelation he could not know by di- 
vine faith, what the true meaning of the place was, bur 
was to learne that of Ewariſixs« then Pope: whoſe office it 
was to deliueran interpretation of the texr to the Apoftle, 
or toallow of the interpretation made by the Apoltle,ithe 
wudged ic to be true, Poores, /oby was an vnderling in all 
this buſinctle, the Pope was e Magiſter fac roturs, 


Moſt glorious Lord Teſus, thou didſt youchſafe to ſhew 


thine cxtraordinarie loue to this thy holy Apoſtle, & too- 
keſt order to baue it made known to all poſterity, wouldeft 


thou ſo much abaſe him , as notonelyto take from him - 


the honour thou hadeſt beſtowed vpon him, by making 
him inferiour to S. Peter, to whom before he was equall in 
| authoritie and dignitie : bucalſo to appoint him to lacky, 
(if occalion tell out)ypon foure Popes one after another,to 
learne of them what was divine reuclation, or the word of 


God, 
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God, what was not ? Wherefore didſt thou ſolemnely pro- + 
miſe thy Apoſtles, and [ebw amongit the reſt, that chow 
wouldeſt ſend chem the comforter, the holy Spirit, to lead 
them into, and todire@ them in all truth ? Alas it was.a 
poore comfort for them ſo to be taught by him, that they 
mult be faine to trauell or ſend co Rome,to know whether 
he had taught them right or no. But who can be patient 
in this indignity offered co the holy Spirit?Shall a wretched 
and ignorant man(chat I ſay no worlſc)lic in iud2ement to 
giue ſentence of thy diuine Maicſtie, whether thou haſt in- 
ſpired thy ſeruants with truth or no? Diddeſt thou inſtru 
the Apoſtles, as the dcuills amongſt the heathen did their 
counterfit prophets, thar they cxcher knew not what they 
veitered, or could not be atſured what they meaned, withe 
out the Pope like an Oracle made them vnderſtand chem 
ſelues; as Daniel told Nebauchadnezar his dreame, and the 
interpretation thercot? 

If cheſe things ſceme to be, as indeed they are abſurd, 
monſtrous, impious, blaſphemous, what is che dorine 
thinke you,vpon which they are grounded ?] will repeate 
ic. againe, that all men may learne to know and deteſt ſuch 
fooliſh wickedneile and wicked folly, S. Peter (ſaith Bellar- 
mine) was made by Chriſt ordinary paſtour of the whole Church : 
bis office was to d:termune what was matter of fath;The Biſhops 
of Rome Peters ſucceſſors, hane the ſame authoritie of ordinarie 
paſtourſhip which he had ; Whoſoener will not be thus fed by Pe- 
rer and brs ſucceſſours,belongeth nos to the ſheepefold of the Lord 
Jeſus, This 1s che arch, whereon the Popes ſupremacie 1s 
builc, For the vpholding of this, all che Romuth Clergte 
are in armes. It you hold not this, whatſocuer you hold, 
you can be no true Roman Catholike, 

From whence arifcth the impollibility of reconciliation 
berwixt vs and them: wee cannot bee members of their 
Church, but we muſt ioyn with chem in clus acknowledg- 
ment ofthis Papall auchoritie. They cannot renounce this 
opinion, but they muſt withall vcitcrly ditlolue their 
Ghurch,the forme wherevt(as we heard out of Bellarmine) 
M 3 COn- 
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conliſteth in this very manner of gouerment, This is the 
b6d,theſe the ligamers by which the whole body of cheir 
Church is coupled and knit togerher. From the Pope thus 
feeding (that is teaching and goucrning) as from che head, 
all life 'and motion is conueyed into the reſt of that huge 
chaos; take away the head, all life and motion ceaſeth, and 
the parts fall aſunder one trom another, that it can no lon- 
ger be accounted the Church it was, nor as they hold any 
Church ar all. We ſeethe prophecie of the Apoſtle Paul 
fulflled. God hath ſent theſe men ſtrong deluſions to beleene 
tyes, For whar greater deluſion can there be, then fora 
man to belecue that of cuery Pope, that no Pope euer be- 
lecued of himſelte, or of any of his ſucceſſours. 

And ſhall we notwichſtanding all this, ſtill halt berwixt 
wo opinions? Shall we ſuffer our ſ{eluesto be ſo fwallowed 
vp by the cares of this world, that ave can haue no leafure 
to know what belongeth to our faluation ? Shall weefo 
melt away 1n continuall yoluptuouſnetle, that we will not 
ſpare one houre to learne which is the right way to crue 
happinelle ? Shall we o pleaſe our ſelues in wilfull igno- 
rance, that we deſpiſe the knowledge of truth in matter of 
religion? Doe theſe things concerne Preachers onely? If 
our tore fathers had been of that minde, the troups ot holy 
Martyrs,that now glorioufly tollow their puiſſant & vio- 
rious leader the Lord leſus in triumph, would haue beene 
very thinnez Oh that you could ſee them with your bo- 
dily cyes: How many blefſed Saints ſhould you behold 
now triumphing in heauen,that were as you are, not Prea- 
chers, but ordinary profetſours of the truth # Brethren de- 
ceiue not your owne ſoules: caſt not your ſelues away wil- 
fully. Are not the people to be ſaued by the fame meanes 


* by which the Preachers are? Is not the ſame faith in the 


Lord Icfus which muſt ſaue the Miniſters, required of the 
people alſo?The Lord indeed hath giuen vs ſpeciall charge 
to ſtudic,and know the holy Scriptures zto what end think 
you ? {urely as for our owne comfort, ſo for your inftrui- 
on; The affaies of the world in your ſcucrall callivgs draw 

| you 
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yor away from oppertunity of ftudiz; the Lord in mercy 
to you, hath commanded vs to labour tn it:that your want 
may be ſupplied by cr aboundance, Now eſpecially hee 
lJooketh for ci11s durie of ys, becauſe he will now eſpecially 
make tryall of your knowledge and conſtancy. 

Do you not ſee many fall dayly on your rizhr hand, and 
on your lefc? Ir is not your ſtrength, but Gods mercifull 
prouidence that holdeth you vpright: he hath graciouſly 
vouchlated to keepe you herherto from occaſion of being 
ſeduced: he hath afforded you more time yer before the 
temptation,like an armed man ſhall aſſault you: if you pre- 
pare not now for che day of battell,che enemy will ſurpriſe 
you ere you be aware, when you ſhall nor be able to make 
reliſtancez Many of you ſcarce know a friend from an e- 
 Nemie, you are not able co diſcerne which be your owne 
colours, It 1san caſte matter to carry you into che middeſt 
_ of Dothan, while you ſeeke for the Prophet, whom you 

know notif you meerehim. As he that walketh into the 
fgelds, where there grow as well poy{onous weeds as whole- 
ſome herbs, if he know not the one from the other,may as 
ealily light vpon that which ſhal kill him,as that which ſhal 
nouriſh him, So he that is ignorant what is crue,whar falſe 
in matters of faith, isas like to be led into errour chat ſhall 
damne him, as to be taught truth that ſhall ſaue him. 

If then there be any delire in vsto obey the commande- 
ment of God ; if any feaxe of erring to damnation; if any 
care of belecuing arighr to ſaluation , let vs labour to vn- 
derſtand the miſterie of iniquitie in che Romuth faith : that 
knowing 1t, we may abhorre it, and may auoide :auoidin 
it we may embrace the loue of the truth, and be FRE 
What is.it that leadeth thee out of the way to deftrudion ? 
doth the glorious outward ſhew of the Popiſh Churches 
blinde or dazle thine eyes? It may perhaps admit fome ex- 
cuſc in children, that they haue beene deceiued by ſuch 
toyes and gewgawes ; Bur it 15 ridiculous and vntollerable 
for men to-runne after {lights and ſhadowes, Surely if thou 

hadſt lived in our Sauiour Chrifts dayes, or his Apoſtles 
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times, thou wouldeſt haue choſen the Temple and the 
beauty thereof, with the Prieſts,Scribes,and Phariſes,rather 
then the barren mountaines or wi!ferneſſe with our Lor 
and his Diſciples. | 
But what 1s it that maketh thee a papiſt? diſcontent that 
thou art not honoured or inriched as thou dcfireſt ro be ? 
Perhaps thou ouerualueſt thine owne worth, and thinkeft 
there 15 more due to thee, then indeed chere 183 but ſay 


| thou haſt not thy due? doeſt thou nor know, that theſe 


things ate ordered by the prouidence of God ? ſhalt thou 
haue no cauſe of diſcontent if thou become a papiſt ? are 
all papiſts r: ſpeed and rewarded? cou}d name two great 
Earles, the experience of whoſe miſeric aboundantly refu- 
teth chisconceite. Well, ſay thou attaine to all chou hopeſt 
for: the reckoning is behind ; What ſhall it profit a man 
though he winne the whole world, if he looſe bis owne ſowle ? _An- 
tigone 1n Sophecles was ſo wiſe, that when her liſter 1/mente 
demanded of her how ſhe durſt bury her brother Polinices 
body againſt Creovs commandement, ſhe anſwered her re- 
ſolucely, like a noble Lady, that ſhe knew it was a duty ac- 
ceptable to the gods, with whom ſhe was to liue longer, 
then vpon the-earch with men * and therefore had more 
care topleaſe them. Shall not this Lady, this heathen, con- 
demne many men, many Chriſtians, that chooſe rather to 
enioy the pleaſures of linne for a ſeaſon, then to ragne e- 
cernally in the glory of the Lord Icfus in his heaucnly 
Kingdome? - 

Doth anriquitic, vnuerſalitic, viſibilitie, conſent, like 
aloo-iſtone draw thee after them? Antiquirie 15then one- 
ly arule of truch, when the pedegree of can be ferched 
from the beginning. For if euery opinion be truer, as it is 
ancienter, why ſhould not the Scribes and Phariſes traditi- 
ons, be of more account then our Saujuur Chriſts inftruai- 
ons? certainely they had beene receiued and vicd in the 
Church ot the Iewes many yeares betore he was borne:yea 
chey had vniuerſally the approbation and allowance of the 
whole ' Church: and continued im good hking, except 
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with a few that followed our Lord, for all his preaching,to 
the end of hislife ; what greater conſent could there be? 
all the Iewiſh Clergie, Prieſts,Leuires,Scribes, and Phaxiſes 
agreed asSone man, to maintaine their owne ſuperſticions, 
and keepe downe the religion of our Lord Teſus;z Theſe 
men and the people depending ypon, them, were, and had 
beene time out of minde the viltble Church, Oh chat they 
had been as wiſe and learned as our papiits now are,ro haue 
called to our Sauiour for a Catalogue of their names, that 
had from time to time profeſſed the Religion which he 
ſought co bring in, contrary to that they held. doubrletle 
he muſt haue beene faine ( vnletle he had vied his diuine 
knowledge) to confelle, that at the leaſt, for the laſt 300 
yeares, there was no ſuch beadroll ofnames to be found, I 
confciTeſt Saint Luke in the gencallogy of our Sauiour,re- 
hearſeth che names of his anceſtours, who were queſtion= 
lefle holy and religious worſhippers. of God, and truſted in 
the Meſſiah to come. ButI ſuppoſe ic could hardly haue 
beene made plaine by any record of the Tewes ( and yec 
they were more diligent and carefull in ſuch matters then 
Chriſtians haue beene) that the points wherein our Lord 
diſſented from the Scribes and Phariſes, were diſtin&ly 
— and publikcly profeiſed by them one after ano= 
ther | 

But of this mattex,ſo-much as concerneth the difference 
berwixt vsand the Church'of Rome, I ſaid enough in the 
former Chapters, and will not repeate it needletTely, This 
ore remaineth for concluſion, that I humbly intreate all 
men which haue any true care of their own ſaluation, that 


they would not be carricd away with words: but indeuour | 


to enable themſelues to iudge how thole plauſible fancies, 
with which they are ſeduced, may be apphed co proue that 
which 18 vndertaken thereby. To this endl haue employ- 
ed my ſelfe in this courſe: they that are deſirous to ſee the 
truth, may find direQion therein for the judging of it : and 
thereby arme themſclues againſt- thoallaults, and vnder- 
mining of fuxzous ſouldjers, and craftie pipners,. by obſer- 
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-, _ningtheir approches, and diſcouering their works, to the 


defeating of all their enterpriſes. The greateſt matter of all 
is, that you would embrace the loue of the truch, and re- 
ſoluc with your ſelues, as thoſe glorious martyrs I ſpake of 
did, rather to indure torments and death, then to forſake 
the religion of the Lord Ieſus, or to joyne in profeſſion 
with the Church of Rome. | 

This reſolution will _ ſafetic in peace, in war victo- 
rie,that no ill tidingsſhallaffright you,no lotles diſcourage 
you, nodiſcontentrurne you out of the right way, The 
Lord leſus himſelfe like the Angell in Joſe, will march on 
the head of your troupes,and be asa cloud to refreſh you in 
the heate of Summer, and as a fire to warme you in the 
cold of winter : your ſwords ſhall eate the fleſh of your ene- 
mies, -your pikes and bullets ſhall be drunke with their 
blood: one of you ſhall chaſe a thouſand, and an hundred 
of you put ten thouſand to flight : Babylon ſhall be caſt like 


a milftone into the ſea, and be found nomore: you ſhall reward 


the [carlet-coloured ſtrumpet, as (te hath rewarded you,and gine 
her double according to ber vvorkes, and in the cup that ſhe bath 
filled to yow, fill hey the doxble ; to the glory of God that hath 
appointed her this puniſhment, the increaſe of religion, 
* 4 ſafety ofthe Stare, and your honour in this life, and e« 
uerlaſting ſaluaris in the life to come,through leſus Chriſt 
our Lord, to whom with the Father and the Holy 
 , Spirit, oneGod in three Perſons, be all glory, 
praiſe, obedience,and thankſgmuing 
"now and for cuer, 
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
